Tests made with 2,4-D weed kill- 
er show that annual weeds readily 
killed are common, ball, and tumb 
ling mustards, stinkweed, ragweed 
and sunflower, Less easily killed | 
are pigweeds, Russian thistle, pur: 
slane and chickweeds. Resistant 
weeds are cockles, wild buckwheat 
and all annual grasses including 
wild oats.

3v virtue of its geographical position, Alberta con- 
tains the water shed of all rivers flowing through the three 
Prairie Provinces. Therefore, we are entrusted with the 
care of that very valuable water supply which is so vital 
to the southern parts of these provinces, 

From year to year new irrigation schemes and sys- 
tems are being proposed and put into effect in Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba. But these propositions would 
be of little value if this water shed were improperly main- 
tained. Consider the effect on Western economic life if 
there were heavy run-offs in the spring, causing extensive 
damage by flood and leaving no more than a mere trickle 
of water for the rest of the vear. 

In the United States many districts are spending vast 
sums in the construction of small dams to store water to 
prevent floods and to provide constant flow. In Alberta 
we are handicapped by large area, small population and 
lack of funds for such projects; but we do have a co-op- 
erative ally in the beaver, Although this creature is re- 
garded as a very valuable fur animal, he is also credited 
with being the finest engineer in the world. People who 
have studied beaver and their habits will tell you that they 
construct dams which will withstand flooding conditions, 
where man-made dams will in many cases break down, 
The industrious beaver is doing a better conservation job 
in this province than that being done by the engineers 
elsewhere, 

The Department of Lands and Mines, during the past 
five years has given every protection to this engineer of 
the woods and the results have been most encouraging, 
The beaver population has increased manyfold, and vital) —————--—— 
water, which is required not only for agriculture but for 
actual existance, is being stored up in our water sheds, 

In some of the more settled areas farmers and ranch- 
ers have complained that beaver are doing damage, There- 
fore the Government has found it necessary to remove 
them and put them in areas remote from settlement where 
they can he of value in water and fur conservation, During 
the short live-trapping period crews are at work trans- 
porting helpful beaver back to the east slope water shed, 
there to conserve the supply of vital water, Mr. and Mrs. 
Beaver don’t mind the change, It’s their type of country 
and they start right in at their favorite sport of engineer- 
ing, so vital to western agriculture. .

An 
increase of 15 per cent in rail 
freight rates is calculated to bring 
additional revenue of approximate- 
ly $18,500,000 annually. 

The federal government has the 
power to suspend any application 
of new freight rates as made by the 
board of transport commissioners 
during the period an appeal is being 
taken to the courts

| ORDER SEED GRAIN 


WHILE STILL AVAILABLE 


| 
Field Crops Commissioner A.M. 


Wilson urges Alberta 
take immediate action to obtain 
their seed grain requirements. 
Farmers in certain districts are al- 


| ready having trouble in filling their 


needs, Late August frosts in the 
Peace River country in 1947 affect- 
ed the germination to such a de- 
grec that many samples are show- 
ing less than a 50 per cent germi- 


| nation. In other districts of the pro- 


vince, hail destroyed a great deal 
of crop. Farmers in these districts 
must look elsewhere for seed sup- 
plies. 

The farmer who has seed for sale 
has a ready market in Eastern 
Canada. Quebec and some of the 
Maritime provinces are looking to 
Western Canada for seed oats in 
particular, as well as other crop 
seeds. Buyers for the Eastern mar- 
ket are now busy selecting grain 
that will be suitable for seed, and 
carloads will soon be on their 
way to farmers of Eastern Canada. 
The highest quality seed is the first 
to find a market. Every delay is 
likely to mean poorer quality 
grain to grow another year’s crop. 

Farmers who have seed grain for 
sale cannot be expected to hold 
their grain indefinitely on the 
chance that it might be needed 
closer to home. The only solution 
is for those who must obtain seed 
to order it now while quality seed 
is still available. If you are unable 
to locate satisfactory seed in your 
district discuss the matter with 
your District Agriculturist.

RED CROSS SUPPLIES 
FOOD FOR EUROPE 


Nearly two and a half million 
pounds of bulk food. bound for the 
hungry peoples of Great Britain 
and Eurone, were shipped overseas 
by January Ist. of this year by the 
Canadian Red Cross Society. 

These shipments represent more 
than half of the $1.000.000 food 
frant allocated from the Society's 
remaining war fund in October to 
ease this winter's food crisis abroad. 

Balance of the bulk foods has 
been purchased and is moving stead- 

| ily toward the Atlantic seaboard. 
The more than 80,000 cases on the 
way or already received overseas, 
| represent a value of $591,353 and 
| contain bulk foods that have been 
| specifically requested by the Can- 
adian Red Cross Commissioner in 
| London in co-operation with the 
| British Ministry of Food, 


Meat and meat preparations, corn 
| syrup, fruit juices, dried milk Pow. 
der, grain foods such as macaroni, 
rolled oats and corn and bran flakes 
as well as large
